The know- 
ledg: We have of his Capacity, as well as of his zealous AﬀeCtion, and firm 
Fidelity ro Our Perſon and Government, will certainly render him Accep=- 
table. We have fully Inſtrufted him in all that may concern rhe Good 
and Welfare of that our Antient Kingdom, and the Intereſt of Our Service ; 
And therefore you are to give him entire Truſt and Credit. He 15to Ack 
nothing of you in Our Name, bat what your own Safety makes necclury.

This 1s our firſt Meeting, fince it pkaſed the Almighty ro 
Bive us a great Deliverance, by Diicovering and i*cleating the 
late Execrable and Hclliſh Plot, and Confpiracy, for Afſatti- 
nating our. Ning, and Invading his Kingdoms, 

T hat Signal Mercy of His Majzſties Preſervation, cannot but 
Enlarge our Hearts, in Thankfulcels to God, in Love to our 
King, and in Refolution 2nd Vigilancy agaioſt his Enemies. 

Iris an ineftimable Bleiting that God has ſet over vs, and pre- 
fervcs unto us, a King not only Protefiing the Retorm'd Re- 
ligion, but who aifo 1s ſo Pious in the Praftice, and lv Zealuus 
inthe D-fence of it, 

A Ring who tas given to this Nation, many Convincing, 
Penonſtrations of his Peculiar Favour towards it; And a- 
mong others, that of Eſtabliſhing Presbyterian Government

in this Church, and giving us Aſſurance that he will maintain 
it: Let our Prudence, Charity, and Moderation ever Encou- 
rage Him todo it- 

His Majeſty and his Kingdomey, have very Powerful Enemies, 
who with Mighty Armies, do what they can to continue the 
War : While they are ſo Diligeor,. we are not to be Remils nor 
Secure, 

'Tis true this War, is the greateſt that ever was in Europe, 
and wherein we are neceſſarily ingag'd, is by the Blesfing of 
God upon the Courage, and Conduct of-our King, removed to 
ſuch a Diſtance, as that we the Subjects, know little of it, but 
by the News we hear : We live at home, free from the Cala- 
mities which aftHlict the Seat of a War; but at the ſame time, 
our King, our Dcliverer Travels, and Watches by Day and by 
Night, Traverſes Sea and Land, expoſcs his precious Life to 
Dangers, that we may be in Satety,and that we may be at Eaſe. 

We are then to Conſider ſeriouſly what Stedable Service we 
can do to his Mijeſty, in a Sznle of our Duty and Gratitude-: 
and to ſet about it, with all Diligence and Unanimity. 

The Commilsioner's' Grace has very ſuitably to his Chara- 
Cter of Fidelity to the King, and Love to his Country, in his 
Majeſties Name Recommended to you Matters -which highly 
concern the Kings Service, and the Countrics Intereſt, ( the 
ſame taing in different Terms) ſo thatI need to ay little. 

But you know, there is a necclsity to Eſtabliſh a Fund ſulh- 
cient for paying the Forces kept in the Country, and for Main- 
taining the Forts and Caſtles in a fic Condition.

Ir is as neceſſary, that the Coun- 
try be put in ſome better Poſture, and be better provided of 
Arms and Ammunition.
